FACTS ABOUT HOSPITALS 


Up to December 31, 1924, Investments, including Land and Improvements, 
Buildings and Equipments, of the five general units in operation, were as follows: 


St. Louis, $663,840.67; San Francisco, $391,000.12: Shreveport, $316,686.46; 
Twin Cities, $357,532.73; Portland, $357,475.29; a total of $2,086,535.27. 


The average monthly. operating expense of the above units for 1924 was: 
St. Louis (8 months), $9,348.05; San Francisco (12 months), $5,705.86; Shreve- 
port (12 months), $5,128.16; Twin Cities (12 months), $5,667.22; Portland (12 
months), $6,389.14. 


The average “per capita cost per patient day” of the above units was: St. 
Louis, $3.91; San Francisco, $3.75; Shreveport, $3.20; Twin Cities, $3.78; 
and Portland, $4.66. The average of all units as above was $3.87. 


The only mobile unit in operation for any length of time in 1924 was the 
Honolulu Mobile Unit, which shows investment of $4,012.53 in office and hospital 
equipment; an average monthly cost, operating expense, of $3,736.50, or $3,331.96 
not including traveling expense. 


FOR ALL CRIPPLED CHILDREN 


The Shriners’ Hospitals and mobile units are open to every crippled child, 
without restriction as to race or religion, subject to the following requirements: 


The parents or guardians must be financially unable to pay for its treatment. 


The child must be not over fourteen years of age, of normal mentality, and 
there must be reasonable hope of materially aiding the child’s condition through 
orthopedic surgery. 


Applications may be made through any Shriner, the officers of the nearest 
Shrine Temple, or directly to the chairman of the Governing Board of the nearest 
hospital. Admissions are directed by the chief surgeon, and applicants will take 
their places on the waiting lists. 


A directory of the hospitals, pictures of children before and after treatment, 
and other detailed information not included in this account will be found in the 
booklet, “The Temples of Babies’ Smiles,”’ a copy of which has been sent every 
Noble of the Shrine through the Recorders of their Temples. 
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
